‘Fie movemeat of the 
“Priuce Royals army completely excluded 
the retreat on Wittenburg; that upon Erfurt 
had long since. been lost them; the line of 
the Saale alone remaius, and as the flanks 
And rear will be operated upon during their 
märch, it is dificult to say with what portion 
ef their army they may get to the Rhine. 

This morning the town of Leipsig was ate 

tacked and carried, after a short resistance, 
by the armies of General Blucher, the Pringe 
Koyal, and General Benuigsen, and the 
Grand’ Army. Marshals Marmont and Mac. 
donald cemmanded in the town; these with 
the ‘Marsbals Angereau and Victor, narrow ly 
€scaped, with a small escort.
